Prom the Boston Statesman.— Mr. Macready’s Virginius attracted 
a crowded house on Monday evening, and elicited great applause.— 
For our single self, however, we must say, that in the early scenes of 
the Tragedy there was a superabundant display of the Roman dig- 
nity ; this may be classical, but in our opinion, when carried to the 
extreme, partakes somewhat largely of the stiff and unbending. We 
like to see some occasional gleamings of what we perceive in our every 
day intercourse with the world, even though we are witnessing the 
actor’s personation of that statcliness, which is assumed when the 
energies of the soul are wrovght up toa pitch of intensity. In the 
familiar and colloquial dialogues with Virginia, Mr. Macready ex- 
eelled, and his enunciation was then very beautiful: but he has not 
the fire of Kean, nor the finely regulated and princely passion of 
Cooper, nor the finished reading of Conway. In making a summary 








_of his excellencies, according to the best of our recollection, we should 


say that his diction was graceful, thongh deficient in variety, and too 
strongly marked with a mannerism, apparently the effect of study ; 
voice fine in the under tones, and at times terribly distinct ; in the 
high tones, wild and harsh; conceptiouvs original, though without 
their full force, from,the want of flexible features. In fine, we con- 
sider Mr. Macready a capital display ef what may be accomplished 
by unwearied and persevering study, without the concomitant of ex- 
traordinary genius. 

Mr. Kean—( From the New York Evening Post, Nov. 15.) —Pank 
TreaTtRE—On Monday evening Mr. Kean made his appearance at the 
Park Theatre, in the character of Richard the Third. A numerous 
audience were assembled, and greeted his return with loud acciamati- 
ons. The applanse, however, which was bestowed on his first shew- 
ing himself on the stage, grew less vehement as the play went on, for 
Mr. Kean, although in some scenes he produced a great effect, did 
not act the part in his best manner ; he seemed to feel the embarrass 
ment arising from a want of physical vigor, and a difficulty of enter~ 
ing so completely into the spirit of the character, as we have knowa 
him to do in other instances. Mr. Kean’s voice is thought by somie to 
have become less elear and distinct than formerly, and we heard many 
of the audience complain of the difficulty of catching its articulations.
